Grand Rapids Is De­ 
feated in Contest. 


Grand Rapids, June 20.—The su­ 
preme court yesterday granted 
the 
mandamus asked for by the state tax 
commission to compel the assessors of 
this city to deliver their rolls to the 
commission so as to enable that body 
to add assessments omitted or make 
other changes. The decision of the 
court sustains the validity of the com­ 
mission. 


The decision was a great surprise to 
the assessors and city officials. 


The opinion was written by Chief 
Jusbice Montgomery and concurred in 
by all the justices except Judge Grant, 
who concurred in the main opinion, 
except that portion affirming the right 
for each member of the state board to 
discharge all the functions conferred 
upon the board so far as the hearing of 
omplaints, etc., is 
concerned 
He 
hleO a separate opinion in which he 
tays that this feature could be elimin­ 
ated and the balance of the act stand. 


The refusal of the Grand H.ipids a:>- 
sessors to deliver the rolls was based 
on three grounds, viz: That the act 
is unconstitutional; that the act if 
valid does not aipply to Grand Rapids; 
that the st&te commission was too late 
in attempLing to make the alteration 
of ihe roils. 
In concluding a long dis­ 
cussion of the first question raised 
against the act the court siys: 


•‘The state Is concerned in the proper 
assessment of property, not only as to 
its own Interests as they are atTected 
by the collection or the failure to col­ 
lect ihe fu ids necessary to carry on 
government, but as the supreme au 
thority In state legislature is required 
by the constitution to see that assess­ 
ments be made on property at Its rea 
value. 
We think the authority of lUe 
legislature is not so restricted as to 
preclude the use of a state board in 
carrying into effect this important con 
stitutional provision.

Kinley nestling In the graceful folds of 
the American flag. About him were the 
working leaders of his party, and behind, 
among the dignitaries and honored guests 
of the convention, were white-haired men 
who had been pre.sent a.t the party's 
birth in this city almost half a century 
ago.

It was not a riotous convention. There 
were no wild outbursts of enthusiasm 
from the frenzied partisans of rival can­ 
didates, no entrance of delegations with 
banners to set the multitudes cheering, 
no tierce skirmishing and clashing of can­ 
didates’ managers over rules of preced- 
ur<‘ and contesting delegations. The chief­ 
tain in the coming battle had already 
been selected by the unanimous voice of 
the rt*publleans of the country.

Seemingly the audience 
had been waiting for him, and the ap­ 
plause that announced his appearance 
swept over the vast amphitheater and 
swelled Into a great roar as he made his 
way towards thé seats of the New York 
delegation. 
No stage Idol ever made an 
entrance more opportunely. But he made 
no acknowledgment of the ovation his 
appearance elicited. His jaw was firmly 
set, and he came on through the press 
like a soldier performing a duty. He did 
not even remove his hat, but pushed his 
way through the delegates who swarmed 
from their places to grasp 
his hand. 
Fully two minutes It took for him to tra­ 
verse the length of the hall to his place 
near the stage. 
All that time the roar 
followed him and the handkerchiefs rose 
and fell like the wings of gulls over a 
summer sea.

Chairman Hanna's reception when he 
called the convention, and later when he 
made a speech, was flattering In the ex­ 
treme, and the smile on his face ex­ 
pressed the pleasure it gave him. 
But

the delight he manifested when for the 
first time he mentioned the president’s 
name. 
The convention went off like a 
rocket. The applause was deafening. 
( J o n % 'e n l io n C a l l e d t o O r d e r . 


Chairman Hanna at 12:36 called the con­ 
vention to order. 
The prayer was then 
offered. 
Col. Dick then stepped forward 
and read the formal call for the conven­ 
tion. 
After the reading of the call Mr. 
Hanna delivered his address of welcome. 
He spoke In part as follows: 


“In bidding you welcome," he began, “I 
also wish to congratulate you on the 
magnificent representation from the re­ 
publican party." 


There was a round of applause as Mr. 
Hanna rolled out the words “ republican 
party,” 


There was no mistake in bringing the 
convention to Philadelphia, Mr. Hanna 
went on. “Here was the cradle of liber­ 
ty, the birthplace of the republic. Here 
also had the republican party seen Its 
birth, and here, too, was the center of 
that great, throbbing Idea—the protec­ 
tion of American Industry." 


Another wave of applause swept over 
the convention at this mention of the 
Srotectlve principle, and as It subsided.

As Mr. Hanna closed his speech with a 
tribute to his colleagues on the national 
committee, and a reference to the close 
of his chairmanship, he spoke of the 
sterling service of the senator from Col­ 
orado, Mr. Wolcott, to his party, and 
presented him to the convention as tem­ 
porary chairman.

The address of Senator Wolcott, which 
followed, lasted an hour and ten minutes.

Candidate for Permanent Chairman, 
note he sounded—an account of the stew­ 
ardship of the party—was a« much for 
the reading millions scattered over the 
country as for the few thousands who 
heard it, and it was a difllcult role for 
a fiery and magnetic speaker to essay. 
Senator Wolcott aroused unbounded en­ 
thusiasm. 


When with outstretched arm he pre­ 
dicted the triumphant election of thé re­ 
publican ticket in November the audi­ 
ence surrendered, and when he first men­ 
tioned President McKinley’s 
name 
he 
could not proceed' for a minute owing to 
the demonstration. 


As he rehearsed the history of the four 
years of republican administration, the 
prosperity which had blessed It, the vic­ 
tories it had won. the glorious outcome 
of the Spanlsh-American war, the cam­ 
paign of misrepresentation in connection 
with the philippines which its enemies 
had Inaugurated and which It had met. 
the convention repeatedly broke into ap­ 
plause. . A K eynote Speech. 


It was a keynote speech, covering the 
legislation which had been placed on the 
statute books and Itb deepest note was 
the prosperity of this country and the 
legislation which had made Its continua­ 
tion possible If the present administra­ 
tion was continued In power. That was 
the theme to which the demonstrations 
of the convention clung. 


When he said that the old issue of the 
democrats was dead and that they were 
driven to find new Issues In a war which 
they had been most anxious to precipi­ 
tate, the convention cheered, 
but 
the 
outburst was even greater when he de­ 
clared that the division among the re­ 
publicans of the east and the west on 
the financial Issue was a thing of the 
past ani that those who had left the 
party four years ago in the west were re­ 
turning on the Issue of expansion. The 
first mention of expansion was also the 
signal lor a demonstration. 


The Indiana delegation led the applause 
when Senator Wolcott announced that 
the thieving post office officials in Cuba 
would be hunted down. 
Probably the 
greatest demonstration occurred when he 
said that we would establish law and or­ 
der in the Phllipplne.s, and that the last 
thing to be considered was to give up the 
islands. 
Mr. Wolcott received many hearty hand­ 
shakes from those about him, and then 
turned to the business of the conven­ 
tion, announcing the long list of .secre­ 
taries and officials previously agreed up­ 
on.

There was a momentary lull, and then 
Mr. Wolcott, gazing out at the assem­ 
blage. said: 
"Gov. Taylor, of Kentucky.

Every eye was turned toward the cen­ 
ter of the hall, where a tall, gaunt, black- 
garbed figure, with the swarthy face ol 
an Indian, stood with a paper In hand, 
waiting a pau.se In the hurrah which hi.*-

“Come to the platform, governor, they 
want to see you,’’ called out Mr. Wolcott, 


The much-dlseu.«!.sed man from Kentucky 
moved up the middle aisle to the plat­ 
form, receiving a cheer as Senator Wol­ 
cott advanced to greet him. There wan 
a momentary silence, a.s the convention 
waited, apparently expecting a 
speech 
echoing some of the recent dramatic In­ 
cidents in Kentucky. 
But, Instead ol 
that. In piping voice. Gov. Taylor sec­ 
onded the nominations of the various of­ 
ficials who had been announced, and this 
done, left the stage. 
The nominations 
were made unanimous. 


Rev. Edgar M. Levy, who delivered the 
invocation at the first republican conven­ 
tion in this city 44 years ago, Tuesday, 
white-haired and feeble, delivered a ben­ 
ediction upon the convention. 


The whole convention arose to receive 
his blessing, and then, at exactly three 
o’clock, the convention adjourned until 
noon Wednesday. 


S o m e N o t e s . 


Graeme Stewart was elected national 
committeeman from Illinois without a dis­ 
senting vote, no other name being pre­ 
sented. 


George B. Cox won his fight for na­ 
tional committeeman from Ohio, getting 
29 out of 46 votes. 


A delegation of women, headed by Mrs. 
Lillie Devereux Blake, of New York, ap­ 
peared before the committee on resolu­ 
tions and asked for a plank expressing 
the desire of the republican party for 
laws which will give women equal rights 
to their children, property and earnings. 


When the convention band played “The 
Star Spangled Banner” the entire as­ 
semblage in the hall, led by Gov. Roose­ 
velt, arose to its feet and remained stand­ 
ing during the rendition of the national 
anthem. 


To-day President McKinley will be re­ 
nominated by acclamation and the plat­ 
form will be adopted. The nomination of 
the candidate for vice president will go 
over until Thursday unless there Is a 
stampede and the plans of the leaders 
are upset.

The committee on permanent organisa« 
tlon, of which Gen. Grosvenor, of Ohio, 
Is chairman, and Thomas N. Hastings, 
of New Hampshire, secretary, met after 
the adjournment of the convention and 
by unanimous consent selected Senatoi 
Lodge, of Massachusetta. for permanent 
chairman and voted to continue Charles

The 
monument is of granite, and is an im ­ 
posing structure. 
Another memorial 
monument of the same name was be­ 
gun at Edinburgh. Scotland, in 1822, 
in honor of the British soldiers that 
gave up their lives in the Napoleonic 
wars. 
It was designed to be a copy 
of the Parthenon at Athens, but u 
lack of funds has left the undertaking 
incomplete.
